columns ol the WHIG this morning, will

The people of Maine will doubt- 
less be prompt* in expressing their ^-ub- 
stanti.il sympathy for our friends who are 
in need and Bangor should be among me 
first to respond. Mayor Ifealley, quid \to\ 
apgreciate the urgency (ft the sitnatnn, 
has issued a call for a meeting of our busi- 
ness men this morning, at ten o'clock, in 
the Common Council Boom, to take si 3h 
action as may be deemed advisab e and 
there will undoubtedly be a large attend- 
ance of our representative men.
